SAINT LAZARE'S, 
FAMOUS PRISON, 
WILL DISAPPEAR 


PARIS.--Memories of a medieval 
age began crumbling away under the 
picks of workmen engaged in demdl- 
ishing Saint-Lazare, France's historic 
prison for’ women. Several hundred 
Women prisones wee removed to the 
new Petite Roquette, which oddity 
was oiginalfy built to hold wayward 
boys. 

The Saint-Lazare has had as cyri- 
ous a history as any structure in the 
world and has given its name to a 
large congregation of priesta—the 
Lazarists or Vincentian Fathers, who 
have two large provinces in the 
United States. There aré more than 
2,600, Lazarist priests today, headed 
by the Very Rev. Charles Souvay, 
formerly of Kenrick seminary, Wéb- 
ster Groves, Mo. 

Saint-Lazare has been an inexhaus- 
tible storehouse of material for fact 
and. fiction writers for centuries. 

-It was constructed in the 12th cen- 
tury by monks as a hospital whep 
devastating epidemics swept Europe. 
Saint Vincent de Paul used it more 
than 400 years later as the center of

evangelization. It was from here that 
his Congregation of the Mission (the 
Lazarists or Vincentian Fathers) 
worked, It was then the College of 
St.-Lazare, In 1779 it was converted 
into a prison, for men and women 
alike. No small number of innocent 
and guilty, condemned by the dread 
Conimune during the French revolu- 
tion, rode in tumbrils past the huge 
iron-studdeg oak door to the guillo- 
tine. 


Somewhat more than fifty years 
ago—it became a prison for women, 
the guards being men but the physi- 
cal and spiritual welfare of the 
prisoners being looked after by nuns. 

Saint-Lazare’s most noted prisoner 
of modern times was the dancer spy 
Mata Hari, who was convicted and 
executed for revealing French war 
secrets to the enemy. 


There was ‘little on the outside of 
Saint-Lazare to indicate to casual 
passerby the purpose for which it is 
used.
